This edition contains eight illustrations 
that are reproductions of scenes taken from 
the play. They have in preparation a post¬ 
humous novel by Mr. Barrett, entitled “The 
Never-Never Land.” 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish in 
September a notable book in “Letters from 
the Holy Land,” by Ernest Renan. The book 
will contain the correspondence of Renan with 
M. Berthelot while gathering material in 
Italy and the Orient for the famous “Life of 
Jesus.” In these letters the marvellous style 
of the great Frenchman is revealed in an at¬ 
titude of abandon not found in his more cele¬ 
brated works, and full of freshness and 
charm. Frankness marks all the communi¬ 
cations. The letters have been translated by 
Lorenzo O’Rourke, who contributes an intro¬ 
duction. 

The Home Publishing Company, New 
York, will publish on August 15 a new novel 
by Archibald Clavering Gunter, entitled “My 
Japanese Prince.” Though the very peculiar 
story takes place in Tokyo and Manchuria, 
the heroine of it is an American girl, the 
daughter of a great bridge contractor erect¬ 
ing bridges on the Trans-Siberian Railroad 
for the Russian Government. Appreciating 
that the book will have a very large sale, the 
publishers are preparing to issue a popular 
edition in cloth at fifty cents a copy, so as to 
put it within the reach of everybody, and yet 
in a cover sufficiently attractive for any li¬ 
brary. The book will also be published uni¬ 
form with Mr. Gunter’s other works at $1.50 
a volume. 

Harper & Brothers will publish early in 
August the novel upon which Irving Bachel- 
ler, author of “Eben Holden,” has been at 
work for two years past, the title of which is 
“Vergilius.” The story is a radical departure 
from Mr. Bacheller’s other works. The hero 
is a young patrician of Rome, in the lax days 
just preceding the nativity, and the story is 
essentially one of love and of plot and coun¬ 
terplot, with a spiritual undertone. There 
are scenes in the book that are promised to 
prove a great surprise to the admirers of this 
author, the incident of the hero’s desperate 
contest with his enemy at the Herodian games 
being one of the most dramatic. The pub¬ 
lishers have decided to make a departure also 
in the matter of cost, and instead of this be¬ 
ing the usual $1.50 novel, “Vergilius” will be 
published at the popular price of $1.35, which, 
under the rules at which fiction may be sold, 
will bring the selling price down to one dol- 
. lar, in some cases, possibly, to ninety-eight 
cents.

BOOK EXHIBITS AT THE LOUIS¬ 
IANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 

FRANCE. 

Of the foreign book exhibits displayed in 
the Palace of Liberal Arts that made by the 
French booktrade, collectively, is easily first 
in point of attractiveness. In making the 
grand tour of the grounds from the West 
to the East, and entering the central door¬ 
way of the Palace, the legend, “France,” over 
the portal to the right directs the visitor 
to the book exhibit which appropriately occu¬ 
pies the place of honor in the arrangement of 
the spacious suite of exhibits under the direc¬ 
tion of the French Republic. The book ex¬ 
hibit which was installed under the super¬ 
vision of M. Emil Terquem, an officier d’ 
Instruction publique, whose wide experience 
as director of French book exhibits at the 
Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia, at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at Chicago, 
and of the American book exhibits at the 
world’s fairs in Paris in 1878, 1889 and 1900, 
is also in evidence in St. Louis. It is at present 
in charge of his son, M. Jean Terquem, a 
very capable young man, whose thorough 
training in France, Germany and England, 
especially his command of three languages, 
gives him the advantage of most representa¬ 
tives of foreign exhibitors as a cicerone 
through the section entrusted to his care. 
M. Terquem has indeed succeeded in mak¬ 
ing an ideal book corner of his space. The 


large reading-table in the centre, the com¬ 
fortable chairs surrounding it. and the plenti- 
tude of magazines, catalogues and directories, 
all placed generously at the disposal of the 
public, make the book exhibit of the French 
section unique in itself and altogether delight¬ 
ful. The catalogue of the exhibit is a gem of 
bookmaking, printed on excellent paper, many 
of the pages bordered with a red line, illus¬ 
trated with choice etchings, engravings and 
plates, many of them printed in colors, and 
bound in blue grained morocco. Prefacing 
the catalogues proper is a brief account of the 
Cercle de la Librairie, with illustrations show¬ 
ing the exterior and the principal rooms of 
the home of the Cercle, a list of the presi¬ 
dents of the Cercle from 1847 to 1901, a 
list of the societies allied with the booktrade 
organization, etc. To this prefatory matter is 
added a facsimile reproduction of a fragment 
of a map of old Louisiana, prepared by Sr. 
Delisle in 1718. In all there are 230 small 
quarto pages, describing the principal lines of 
fifty of the 121 exhibitors. 

In the wall and low cabinet cases there is a 
perfect system of arrangement. Beginning 
at the left with the publications of the Cercle 
de la Librairie we find the collections of such 
publishers as Theophile Belin, A. Rouquette 
and R. Ferrond, some in magnificent edi¬ 
tions, notably a $700 copy of “Paul and Vir¬ 
ginia,” a $120 edition of Fontaine’s “Les 
Amours de Psyche et de Cupidon” and a 
“History of Dancing in Paris,” ( t( Paris Dan- 
sant”) by Georges Montorgueil, while M. 
de Brunoff et Cie show the last work of J. 
James Tissot in a $300 Bible, with four hun¬ 
dred colored etchings by the great artist. 
With the collection shown by the Cercle de la 
Librairie is the exhibit of the Cent-Biblio- 
philes, whose publications are only for its 
members. Grouped about these collections 
are the exhibits of the archaeological works 
made by A. Picard et Fils, the different col¬ 
lective exhibits of Dr. Pozzi, and Guilmot’s 
new work on Louisiana, (“Last Years of 
French Louisiana.”) In fact, all of the more 
important publishers, binders and engravers 
are thoroughly represented in their best books 
on every line of thought. Architectural books 
from Charles Schmid, Smile Thegard, E. 
Ducher and Armand Guerinet: art works 
published by Henri Laurens and Edouard 
Rouveyre; scientific books from Ch. Be- 
ranger, Bernard & Co. and A. Gauthier-Vil- 
lars; literary and classical publications from 
Flammarion, Colin, Hetzel, Belin Freres, 
Plon, Houssiaux, Delagrave, Hachette, Jules 
Tallandier, Picard & Kaan, Larousse, Coulet, 
Lemerre and Enoch & Co. E. & A. Durand 
et Fils show music publications, and all the 
Paris fashion periodicals are bound and on 
display. Bound missals with handsome 
enamels, Jules Hautecoeur’s hand etchings on 
parchment, embossed leather bindings by St. 
Andre de Lignereux, and crushed levant mo¬ 
rocco bindings hand-tooled from Mercier, 
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Gruel, Chambolle, Lortic and David are 
among the most noteworthy works exhibited 
by the bookbinders. Upon the walls are 
framed original drawings and etchings, among 
which those from Publications Illustrees pour 
la Jeunesse are particularly worth inspection. 

GERMANY. 

From the French section of the Palace of 
Liberal Arts the visitor passes to the east end 
of the building, where Germany’s immense 
and comprehensive exhibit of books and book¬ 
making and, one might almost say, the tech¬ 
nics of books, is under the charge of Mr. F. 
Walter Degener, representative of the Ger¬ 
man Bookcraft Association. It is unfortu¬ 
nate that many of the articles in this exhibit 
have been damaged because of the insufficient 
protection afforded against the snow and 
rain by defects in the roof and through the 
carelessness of painters and decorators, none 
of which damage has been made good by the 
Exposition Company. But in spite of these 
drawbacks the exhibit is in fine order, occu¬ 
pying several rooms—the books, engravings 
and the reproductive processes, bookbinding, 
printing presses and machinery, etc., all being 
comprehended in the book exhibit. The offi¬ 
cial catalogue of this exhibit, which is being 
printed at the Imperial Printing Office at Ber¬ 
lin under the direction of Professor Peter 
Behrens, director of the technical art school 
at Diisseldorf, has been delayed, and may not 
be ready until the latter part of August. The 
volume will be a quarto of 580 pages, bound 
in grey leather with ornate decorations. 

In the main room pre-empted by the pub¬ 
lishers of miscellaneous books are shown the 
productions of 249 different firms. To spe¬ 
cialize would take too much space. It must 
suffice to say that everywhere is noticeable 
a great advance in the art of bookmaking. It 
has heretofore been a weakness of the Ger¬ 
man publisher to make the exterior of his 
books as plain and uninviting as the contents 
of the books were solid and of lasting literary 
value. Since the fair at Chicago a marked 
change has taken place, and while many of the 
exteriors still lack the grace and attractiveness 
of the ordinary French and American book, 
they give promise of reaching that standard in 
another decade if not sooner. 

Everywhere with the books are shown art 
photographs, engravings, colored plates and 
specimens of the reproductive processes. 
Among the more noticeable of these are the 
chromo-lithographic work shown by the 
Bookcraft Association of Leipzig; the fine 
large maps and globes printed by Dietrich 
Reimer, of Berlin; the series of plates, 
(ninety-one in number,) of minerals from the 
splendid work “Das Mineralreich,” by Dr. 
Reinhard Brauns, published by Lehmann, of 
Stuttgart; and the exhibit of woodcuts from 
the Illustrirte Zeitung shown by J. J. Weber, 
of Leipzig, etc. 

In the room devoted to chromo-lithographic 
work, etchings, etc., Meissner & Buch, of 
Leipzig, show their fine souvenir postal cards, 
etc., and Ernst Nister. of Niirnberg. his Eng¬ 
lish juveniles, with fine colored illustrations, 
colored greeting cards and art reproductions 


on china. In this section will also be found a 
curio entitled “Marksteine aus der Weltlitter- 
atur in Original Schriften,” being examples 
of all written languages in pages with decor¬ 
ated borders and illuminations, with corre¬ 
sponding pages in a German translation. 
There is also shown here a complete exhibit 
of comic periodicals, magazines, folios, albums 
and gift books. 

In the room occupied by the music publish¬ 
ers there are six thousand different new mu¬ 
sic books, technical and popular. The walls 
of this room are appropriately decorated with 
pictures of the great masters of music. 

One small room of the exhibit is devoted 
entirely to the exhibit of German national pic¬ 
tures and to the Golden Book of the Ger¬ 
mans, on the pages of which many sons and 
daughters of the Fatherland are inscribing 
their names as return greetings to those of the 
German Emperor, the German Federal princes, 
the statesmen, artists and scholars who 
created the book. 

The most interesting single exhibit of this 
great conglomerate of exhibits is that made 
by the Imperial Printing Office of Berlin, be* 
ginning with its artistic sign board bearing 
Schiller’s words, 

“Korper und Stimme verleiht die Schrift dem stum-

translated into twenty-six languages, among 
them indifferently into English as follows: 

“Writing lends both body and voice to the thought 
that was voiceless, 

On with the current of time borne by the eloquent 
page.” 

In this exhibit are shown, among others, 
the exquisite edition of “Die Nibelunge,” 
published by Stargart, of Berlin; Botticelli’s 
drawings for Dante’s “Divine Comedy,” re¬ 
produced in phototype for Grote of Berlin; 
heliographic copies in colored copper-plate 
prints.of engravings and mezzotints; artistic 
bookbindings, and specimens of hand-made 
papers with artistic water-marks. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Great Britain is represented bv the exhibits 
of fifty-three firms, each showing a small col¬ 
lection of miscellaneous books ranging from 
superb editions de luxe to an ordinary shilling 
book. The Oxford University Press makes a 
fine showing of educational and scientific 
books and of their Bibles, liturgies, etc. 
Riviere, Zaehnsdorf and Cedric Olivers show 
fine specimens of their book bindings. 

In the Irish Village on “The Pike” are sev¬ 
eral cases of books, from Brown & Nolan, 
Sealy, Bryers & Walker and M. H. Gill, of 
Dublin, including some miscellaneous collec¬ 
tions, Irish book-plates and some good hand¬ 
tooling from the Dun Emer Industries. There 
are also shown here some interesting volumes 
in the Loan and Historical Collection, includ¬ 
ing the Keltic Book of Legain, the Book of 
Ballymote, the Book of Leinster and Leabhar 
Breac. 

OTHER FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

Argentinia has a large collection of news¬ 
papers and periodicals. 
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Belgium in its national building shows a 
number of school and university textbooks, 
pamphlets, periodicals, etc. 

Brazil shows official and practical docu¬ 
ments, books on agriculture and kindred sub¬ 
jects. 

China, in the Palace of Liberal Arts, 
shows a book of manuscript essays by Chien 
Lung, Emperor from 1736-1796. 

Cuba shows magazines, commercial and 
medical reviews, newspapers, and some edu¬ 
cational books. 

Italy has a small exhibit of technical books 
on mural construction, natural history and 
geography, and a small collection of fiction 
and poetry. 

Japan in an attractive booth in the Palace 
of Liberal Arts prints a Japanese-American 
Weekly. 


A. L. A. HINTS TO BOOKBUYERS. 

A new rule of U. S. Treasury Department 
requires importers to file at custom house, 
within 90 days of entry, receipts for all books 
imported free of duty. In spite of protests 
a decisions has just confirmed this regulation. 
Renewed protests are now in order from all 
librarians. They may be based upon the fol¬ 
lowing facts: (1) The receipt is no further 
preventive of fraud than the affidavit already 
furnished by the librarian and the importer. 
(2) The new regulation makes extra work 
for the importer as well as for the librarian 
and for the liquidating: division of the custom 
house. Importers are hinting that this may 
make necessary an increase of rates to libra¬ 
ries. (3) This new regulation if insisted 
upon will tend to discourage importation and 
correspondingly cripple the libraries in their 
work. 

About a month after the regulation came 
into force, the Secretary of the Treasury sent 
out a Department letter to all collectors ask¬ 
ing them to construe liberally the law regard¬ 
ing free importation for public institutions. 
This may mean that the head of the Depart¬ 
ment will be inclined to act favorably on re¬ 
quests that the regulation be rescinded. Ad¬ 
dress protests to him or to any member of 
Congress. 

The total cost of a book is represented by 
first cost plus cost of preserving: and caring 
for it during its life. At the end of its life it 
must be replaced. Counting: the expense of 
mending, rebinding and replacement, the total 
cost of a so-called “cheap” edition to the li¬ 
brary for a period of years may exceed that 
of a better book with a stronger binding. A 
recent experiment with extra stout bindings 
showed that a well-bound popular book may 
circulate once a week for two vears without 
rebinding, while ordinarv bindings may wear 
out twice in this time, necessitating, besides 
the expense of rebinding, the withdrawal of 
the book from circulation for several weeks 
or even months. In such cases it will pay to 
have a stout binding .to start with. 

On the other hand, a book that circulates 
only twice a year and then among people who 
will give it careful use, does not need to be 
so strongly bound. Monev spent on mere 
strength in this case might be wasted. 


Doubleday, Page & Co. furnish their books in 
extra strong bindings if desired, charging a 
small advance in price for them. Doubtless 
other publishers would do the same if there 
should be sufficient demand. Cedric Chivers, 
of Bath, England, procures sheets of stand¬ 
ard and current works direct from publishers 
and binds them with verv exceptional 
strength. Send for his catalogue. Mr. Chi¬ 
vers is about to start a branch bindery in 
New York, which he expects to open in No¬ 
vember. Several binders in this country offer 
special forms of strong library binding. 


A MEDICAL GRAMMARIAN. 

J. D. Sylvius, born in 1478, whose name is 
so associated with the anatomy of the brain, 
according to the Medical Book News , was a 
famous grammarian in his day and wrote a 
popular Latin grammar. The Gazette medi¬ 
cate de Paris states that he was the first to 
propose and use two distinct letters for i and 
j, and for u and v. He was also the origi¬ 
nator of the French accents, distinguishing 
between the three sounds of e: e, e and e. 
Several members of the Etienne family, the 
celebrated printing firm, were -also physicians.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Professor Eduard Muret, the well-known 
lexicographer, editor of Muret’s “Encyclo¬ 
paedic English-German and German-English 
Dictionary,” etc., died July 3, at Gross- 
Lichterfelde, near Berlin, Prussia. 

William Davenport Adams, author and 
journalist, died in London, July 27. Mr. 
Adams, who had been head of the reviewing 
department of the London Globe since 1885, 
was born in Edinburgh, in 1851. Before his 
connection with the Globe he was editor of 
several provincial papers. Mr. Adams wrote 
many books, among them a “Dictionary of 
English Literature,” “By-Ways in Bookland,” 
“A Book of Burlesque,” “Lyrics of Love,” 
“Song of Society,” etc. “A Dictionary of the 
Drama,” upon which he was engaged for 
many years, is about to be published by Chatto 
& Windus. 

John Rogers, the sculptor of the famous 
“groups” of Civil War days, died at his home 
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in New Canaan, Conn., July 26. Mr. Rogers 
was born in Salem, Mass., in 1829, and first 
started in business as a clerk in a dry goods 
store. Later he spent seven years in Man¬ 
chester, N. H., learning the trade of a ma¬ 
chinist. In 1857 he was at Hannibal, Mo., 
when the panic broke out and threw him out 
of work. He then determined to cultivate 
his talent for sculpture and went to Rome and 
Paris. His first group, “The Checker Play¬ 
ers/” was finished in 1859. When the war 
broke out he produced “The Slave Auction,” 
that quickly made his name known. Then 
followed “The Picket Guard,” “The Union 
Refugees,” “Sharpshooters,” and a number of 
other groups, all of the same general style. 
These “groups” for years were a favorite and 
very profitable side line of the booksellers 
throughout the country. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The veteran Norwegian author, Jonas Lie, 
intends to leave Paris, where he has been liv¬ 
ing for many years, and reside for the future 
in Norway. 

The anonymous author of “The Life of a 
Prig” has written “The Adventures of King 
James the Second of England,” which will be 
published in the fall by Longmans, Green & 
Co. 

It is announced that the English memorial 
to R. D. Blackmore, author of “Lorna Doone” 
has not only been fully paid for by the sub¬ 
scriptions, but the committee reports a sur¬ 
plus of £20, which has been presented to the 
Pension Fund of the Author’s Society. As 
memorial funds are prone to run short of 
rather than to exceed the required sum, the 
popularity of the memorial is evident. 

Charles Wagner, author of “The Simple 
Life,” and “By the Fireside,” has completed 
his arrangements for a lecture tour in Amer¬ 
ica. He will spend two months or more here, 
and will be under the management of the J. 
B. Pond Lecture Bureau. His tour will com¬ 
mence in October, and he will deliver ad¬ 
dresses both in French and English to insti¬ 
tutions, colleges, etc. He will also deliver 
a series of lectures for children. 

The admirers of the late Rt. Hon. W. 
E. H. Lecky, O.M., are making arrangements 
to erect a memorial on some site within the 
precincts of Trinity College, Dublin. It has 
been estimated that a bronze statue by an 
eminent artist would cost about £1500. The 
sum of £960 has already been raised by public 
subscription; the remaining £540, it is be¬ 
lieved, will be subscribed by Lecky’s many 
friends and admirers in this country. Sub¬ 
scriptions may be sent to the Honorary 
Treasurers, Lecky Memorial Fund, 36 Moles- 
worth Street, Dublin. 

Those readers who are aware that Joseph 
Conrad is a Pole have probably frequently 
wondered at his very English-sounding name. 

1 he fact is, however, that Mr. Conrad has a 
name kept hidden, which if he used it would 
leave no doubt as to his nationality. Should 1 


he use his full baptismal title, it would be 
Joseph Conrad Korzeniowski. Mr. Conrad, 
when he was a sailor on an English mer¬ 
chantman, found his messmates incapable of 
handling his jaw-breaking cognomen and 
therefore dropped it, so English literary peo¬ 
ple are spared another name to add to the list 
of impossible ones, which already includes 
Sienkiewicz, Tourgenieff, Dostoievsky, Hvo- 
schinskaya, etc., etc. 

It is proposed as a means of honoring the 
memory of the late Robert Proctor to collect 
and publish in one volume all his bibliograph¬ 
ical essays and papers, with a memoir pre¬ 
fixed, and to prepare for press, with liberal 
illustration, the three remaining sections of 
his “Index of Early Printed Books,” com¬ 
prising the books in the British Museum 
printed in Italy, France and elsewhere from 
1501 to 1520. Under unpaid supervision it is 
estimated that the preparation of the remain¬ 
ing sections of the Index will cost about 
$2500, while on the volume of Mr. Proctor’s 
Essays it is proposed to spend about $500. 
The committee, consisting of the Earl of 
Crawford, chairman, A. W. Pollard, H. R. 
Tedder, R. S. Faber, G. K. Fortescue, F. Jen- 
kinson, G. F. Warwick and F. W. Bourdillon 
will be glad to receive donations either in 
single sums or in the form of annual sub¬ 
scriptions for four years. All donors of not 
less than $5 will receive the Memorial volume, 
and negotiations will be opened with the pub¬ 
lishers to enable subscribers to purchase the 
volume of the Index at a reduced rate. Do¬ 
nations may be sent to H. R. Tedder, treas¬ 
urer, Athenaeum Club, Pall Mall, London.

BOOKS IN DEMAND. 

The Harpers are printing another edition 
of Mark Twain’s “Extracts from Adam’s 
Diary,” which, according to American and 
English critics, has added materially to the 
gayety of nations. The publishers have just 
accorded permission for the translation of the 
“Diary” into Swedish and its publication in 
Sweden only. 

Henry Holt & Co. have just sent Charles 
Battell Loomis’s “Cheerful Americans” to 
press for the seventh time. “The Transgres¬ 
sion of Andrew Vane,” by the late Guy Wet- 
more Carryl, has gone into a third edition, 
and ex-Mayor Quick’s boomtown romance, 
“Aladdin & Co.” and “The Diary of a Musi¬ 
cian” have gone into a second edition. 

The large first edition of Henry M. El- 
son’s “History of the United States” was ex¬ 
hausted shortly after publication, and the 
Macmillan Company are about to bring out a 
second revised edition. Dr. Streeter’s ac¬ 
count of his farming experiences, “The Fat 
of the Land,” is nearing its fifth edition. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Longmans, Green & Co. have in prepara¬ 
tion a copyright edition of the correspondence 
of Queen Victoria, which is to be brought 
out in the fall in two or more volumes. 

“Hobbes,” the last work of the late Sir 
Leslie Stephen, will follow in the English 
Men of Letters Series the “Maria Edge- 
worth,” by the Hon. Emily Lawless, which 
has just appeared. Sir Leslie arranged his 
biography in a novel manner: the actual 
“Life” is comprised in the first chapter of 
seventy pages, instead of in scattered chapters 
through the book, leaving the other three 
chapters free for discussions of “Man,” “The 
World,” and “The State,” as set forth in 
Hobbes’s philosophical works. 

The Lothrop Publishing Company is en¬ 
couraged to believe that “The Loves of 
Edwy” promises to become one of the most 
popular novels of the season. It is written 
by Rose Cecil O’Neill, the well-known illus¬ 
trator, whose pictures in Puck and elsewhere 
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have attracted much attention. So great has 
been the advance demand for this story, 
which is embellished by over sixty illustra¬ 
tions by the author, that the publishers have 
decided to increase the size of the first edi¬ 
tion, and have postponed the day of publica¬ 
tion from the fifteenth to the twenty-ninth of 
August. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. have gotten up an at¬ 
tractive novelty under the general title of The 
Miniature Name Books. There are 100 books, 
each with a different girl's name, containing a 
history of the name, with examples of famous 
women who have borne it, also, a diary of the 
year or a birthday book. The volumes are 
bound in limp morocco, gilt edges, with col¬ 
ored silk book marker and gold lettered with 
the name. Each is neatly boxed and retails 
for 40 cents. They have also just brought out 
“Major Thomson's Bridge Scorer," a con¬ 
venient pad, holding 50 scores. At the bot¬ 
tom of each score sheet is a perforated section 
for the loss and gain account that may be de¬ 
tached and kept separately by the players. 
On the back of the pad is a guide to the 
scorer, with hints on the declaration by Archi¬ 
bald Dunn. 

D. Appleton & Co. have in preparation a 
collection of Joel Chandler Harris’s “Tar- 
baby" stories which he has put into verse, to 
be brought out with the title of “The Tar- 
Baby and Other Songs of Uncle Remus," 
with illustrations by A. B. Frost and E. W. 
Kemble; “Forty-five Years Under the Flag," 
by Admiral Schley, giving a narrative of the 
admiral’s connection with the United States 
Navy; “Genevra," a Welsh story, by Charles 
Marriott, author of “The Column," that ad¬ 
mirable story of the Cornwall coast; Hall 
Caine's new story, “The Prodigal Son 
“Bethany, a story of the Old South," by T. E. 
Watson, author of biographies of Jefferson 
and Napoleon; “An Act in a Backwater," by 
E. F. Benson; “The Clock and the Key," a 
mystery story, by Arthur Henry Vesey; also, 
“The Misfit Crown," the first book by Frances 
Davidge, a young New York woman.

The parts just published contain the “Life of 
Paul ii.," by Gaspar of Verona, giving a val¬ 
uable account of the society of Rome in the 
time of Pope Barbo, (1464-71;) the text of 
the “Chronica Gestorum in partibus Lom- 
bardise,” an important document of the his¬ 
tory of the wars in northern Italy, (1470- 
1482;) the “Chronicon de rebus in Apulia 
Gestis," in which the Notary Dominic of Gra- 
vina relates the tragic events which took 
place after the assassination of Andrew, the 
expedition of Lewis of Hungary, and the civil 
wars that devastated the kingdom of Naples 
in the first years of the government of Jane 1., 
(^^"S 0 ;) also, the first part of an exhaus¬ 
tive index of the Chronicon Parmense from 
1038, which Dr. Julian Bonazzi has con¬ 
structed upon the mss..in the Palatine library 
at Parma.

John Lane will publish at once the third 
volume of the historical sketches of the Theo- 
sop’hical Society by its president-founder, 
Henry Steel Olcott. This third series, en¬ 
titled “Old Diary Leaves, the only Authentic 
History of the Theosophical Society," takes 
up the narrative in the autumn of 1883 and 
carries it forward to May, 1887. The first 
series, covered the period from the meeting 
of Madame Blavatsky and Mr. Olcott, in 
1874, to their departure from New York for 
Bombay, in December, 1878. The second told 
of their adventures in India and Ceylon, the 
formation of branches, the giving of lectures 
and the healings of the sick by hundreds, 
with other occult phenomena. In this volume 
accounts are given of the founder’s meeting 
with several of the “Masters" in the course 
of his travels, and the results of the same; of 
the removal of the society's headquarters 
from Bombay to Madras; Madame Blavat- 
sky’s departure from her Indian home into 
the exile of a European residence. Some 
space is given to the troublous times of the 
Coulomb conspiracy, and the subject of the 
S. P. R. report is vigorously dealt with, in 
the thought of placing in the hands of all 
members of the society facts for the refuta¬ 
tion of the personal criticism that has been 
visited upon the name of Madame Blavatsky. 
An interesting description will also be found 
in this volume of the building and formal in¬ 
stallation of the Adyar Library, with cere¬ 
monies conducted by Indian pandits, Bud¬ 
dhist monks, Parsi mobeds and a Moslem 
maulvi.
